This is the last time I will write THE 
PRESIDENT SPEAKS ! On July 18 
Clarke College will have a new Presi- 
dent, Dr. S. L. Harris, and I will be- 
come President-emeritus by the 
gracious designation of the Board of 
Trustees. My head is in a whirl as I 
face the issue of what to say in this 
last column. So many things in my 
mind are struggling for expression 
and I can select only a few. 

OVERWHELMED 

One definition of overwhelm is "to 
cover over completely as by a great 
wave." This describes the emotions 
Mrs. Compere and I feel these days 
following the magnificent reception 
on Sunday, June 26. We have been so 
deeply moved by the elaborate plans 
onceived by the Trustees and or- 
anized and carried out by the col- 
lege personnel; by the response of 
so many friends who greeted us at 
the reception and many others who 
communicated by mail or telephone; 
by resolutions passed by the Trustees 
and those adopted by the Council of 
Deacons of the First Baptist Church, 
Newton; by the proclamation passed 
by the Board of Aldermen of the City 
of Newton recognizing this occa- 
sion; by communications from sev- 
eral churches I have served as interim 
pastor and by the generous check 
presented Sunday, representing gifts 
from present and former Trustees 
and friends. Yes, we have been "co- 
vered over completely as by a great 
wave" of emotion. Such 'gracious 
things have been done for us that we 
are left speechless, but with a sense 
of deep gratitude. 

OVERFLOWING 

"My heart is overflowing with a 
beautiful thought. I will write a lovely 
poem to the King." 

This translation of Psalm 45:1 ex- 
presses my feeling as I look back over 
twenty-two and a half years of service 
at Clarke College. There are so many 
beautiful thoughts that flow through 
my mind that I wish I were a poet and 
could put them into a lovely poem. 



Multitudes of people have had a 
vital part in whatever achievement 
has been made in these two decades. 
All across the years we have had a 
great BOARD OF TRUSTEES, with vis- 
ion, understanding and Christian 
commitment, giving freely of their 
time, wisdom, energy and financial 
support to set the general course of 
the college and to build up its re- 
sources. We have had an interested 
DEVELOPMENf COUNCIL, a group 
selected by the T rustees and working 
with them in promoting the entire 
enterprise. THE STAFF AND FA- 
CULTY have been composed of 
splendid Christian people compe- 
tent in their areas of work, faithful in 
their responsibilities, interested in 
students and dedicated to the pur- 
poses of the college. A steady stream 
of CHOICE CHRISTIAN STUDENTS 
has come our way for their first two 
years of college. We have watched 
them go on through further prepara- 
tion into lives of outstanding service, 
many of them following the call of 
God into vocational Christian work 
across America and around the 
world. ALUMNI have shown their in- 
terest by helping to enlist students 
and support. FRIENDS AND CON- 
TRIBUTORS by the hundreds have 
learned of the distinctive work done 
here and have chosen to participate 
in offering our fine students an op- 
portunity to prepare for lives of effec- 
tive service. The special contribu- 
tions from individuals, churches, 
businesses and foundations have pro- 
vided ten to fifteen percent of our 
operating funds. Hundreds of 
thousands more have given their 
tithes and offerings through their 
churches and the Cooperative Prog- 
ram to provide the life blood for our 
work. All these groups have worked 
with us at Clarke College as "partners 
in the privilege." My heart is over- 
flowing with gratitude for this 
partnership. 

OVERVIEW 

Now come with me to a point far 
above the rapidly passing years and 
take a wide overview of the past, pre- 
sent and future Of Clarke. From this 
point the theme of the Golden An- 
niversary year in 1958 stands out in 
bold relief:

The Future Brings Change 


Messengers to the Mississippi Baptist Con- 
*** vention in November approved a proposed 
* merger between Clarke College and Missis- 
) sippi College. 

Final approval must come from the trustees 
of Mississippi College. 

The proposal to merge the two Southern 
Baptist-affiliated schools had been suggested 
by Clarke trustees and approved by the Missis- 
sippi Baptist Education Commission and "in- 
formally" supported by Mississippi College 
trustees. 

The recommendation to merge with Missis- 
sippi College was made following a study of 
Clarke by the Southern Baptist Convention 
Education Commission, which began after a 
joint meeting between Clarke trustees and the 
Education Commission in 1979. 

Of the recommendation, M. L. Flynt, a 
Meridian physician and chairman of Clarke 
trustees, said: "After much diligent work and 
sincere prayer, the trustees feel that this is the 
best step that can be taken for the good of 
Mississippi Baptists and our institutions of 
higher learning under the leadership of the 
Lord Jesus Christ." 

Billy Thames, president of Copiah-Lincoln 
junior College and chairman of the Mississippi 
^ — .Christian Education Commission, added: 

This action was not taken with the idea of 
getting rid of the institution but to strengthen 
its ministry." 

Lewis Nobles, president of Mississippi Col- 
lege in Clinton, which has about 3,000 stu- 
dents, said the question of merger had been 


presented informally to MC trustees who 
"unanimously expressed support for a resolu- 
tion indicating that they looked with favor on 
such a move and authorized the administra- 
tion to move forward and obtain such addi- 
tional facts and figures as would be necessary 
to give final consideration to such a merger." 

Nobles said it is anticipated, if the merger is 
approved, that "appropriate upper division 
courses, contingent on demand," will be of- 
fered at the Clarke campus. "In addition, the 
Clarke campus may well serve as an extension 
center for graduate level work in various 
academic areas for those who are interested 
and live in the geographical area served by 
Clarke." 

For several years, Clarke College has been 
plagued by financial woes and declining en- 
rollment. This year, however, enrollment top- 
ped 200, up from 160 last year. Records indi- 
cate that unrestricted giving has also been on 
the increase. As far as available records show, 
the past two years hav^ been the highest in the 
college's history for £ifts. 

Educators have realized for some time that 
private junior colleges face difficulties that 
other colleges do not. Increased competition 
from state supported junior and community 
colleges where tuition is lower has cut into the 
traditional student market. By holding junior 
college status, an institution is also denied the 
upper level and graduate student market. In 
addition, alumni support for private junior col- 
leges is not as great as it is for senior colleges. 
A quarter century ago there were 21 Baptist 


junior colleges. Only two have closed — 
twelve have become senior colleges. 

Actually, Clarke appeared in 1908 as a senior 
college, with the support of the General As- 
sociation of Regular Baptist in East Central 
Mississippi. Ownership was transferred to the 
MBC in 1914and since that time the college has 
operated as a junior college. 

Du ring the depression years the convention 
relinquished ownership of the college to a 
number of private individuals who leased the 
college for one dollar per year. During this 
time Clarke remained open only through the 
sacrificial dedication of an unpaid administra- 
tion and faculty. Tuition was paid by students 
in everything from livestock to bales of cotton. 

Gradually the college began to establish 
some headway against the many problems of 
the times and in November of 1945 Clarke 
Memorial College was reinstated as a denomi- 
nationally supported school. 

For the next twenty years the college experi- 
enced a period of progress. New buildings 
were constructed, innovative programs ad- 
ded, and regional accreditation achieved. 

In the early seventies, however, enrollment 
began to gradually decrease and by 1979 it was 
apparent that the trustees must make substan- 
tial changes if the college was to survive. 

The proposed merger with MC is not ex- 
pected to be a cure-all according to college 
trustees, but, by opening up new doors 
through upper level and graduate work, Clarke 
College can extend its special influence and 
atmosphere to a larger group of people.

Continues .... 

As plans for the merging of Clarke Col- 
lege and Mississippi College continue, 
many alumni have asked if the name of 
the college would be retained. Missis- 
sippi College officials have indicated that 
they would like to keep the identity of 
Clarke intact and would be receptive to 
using the name "Clarke" in some way. 

The college opened in 1908 as Clarke 
Memorial College and was to be a living 
memorial to the life of Reverend N. L. 
Clarke who had died in 1906 at the age of 
95. 

N. L. Clarke had been one of the most 
loved and respected pastors in the state. 
He baptized more than 2500 converts into 
the church, helped in the organization of 
nearly 100 churches and participated in 
the ordination of over 150 preachers and 
deacons. He stood at the bed of more 
than 500 during their deaths. Three 
thousand marriage ceremonies and al- 
most the same number of funerals were 
performed during his ministry. 

He was pastor of the Decatur (Missis- 
sippi) Church (now Clarke-Venable Bap- 
tist Church) for 58 years. He helped or- 
ganize and was the first pastor of the 
Newton BaptistChurch beginningin 1869 
and served in that capacity for 35 years. 
He served for 20 years as missionary 
under the appointment of the Mt. Pisgah 
Association. At his suggestion, in 1855, 
the General Association was organized 
and he served as its moderator for 51 
years. During all this time he traveled 
some 75,000 miles on horseback filling 
his appointments. 

The "memorial" in Clarke Memorial 
College was deleted in 1971, but the 
name still stands as a great memorial to 
one of God's great men.

Dr. John Carter 


In 1980 Clarke College lost two of its 
most distinguished and loved former fa- 
culty members. Dr. James L. Clark, in- 
structor of Bible and History from 1951- 
74, passed away on July 21, 1980. One 
week later Dr. John F. Carter also died. 

Dr. Carter had been affiliated with Clarke^\ 
College since 1920. 

Dr. Clark was born in River Falls, 
Alabama and received his undergraduate 
education at Stetson and the University 
of Miami. He earned the Bachelor of Di- 
vinity, the Master of Theology, and the 
Doctor of Theology degrees from New 
Orleans Baptist Theological Seminary 
and served as a pastor for 40 years. 

While at Clarke College Dr. Clark was 
primarily a Bible instructor, although he 
was often found displaying his many ta- 
lents in other classrooms, history, gov- 
ernment, geography, English. He also 
had articles published in the Encyc- 
lopedia of Southern Baptists. 

Dr. Clark was buried in Winter Gar- 
dens, Florida. His funeral was held in 
Winter Garden Baptist Church, the same 
church where he accepted Christ in 1928 
and later surrendered to the ministry. A 
memorial service was held on August 3 at 
Calvary Baptist Church, Newton, where 
Dr. and Mrs. Clark had been active mem- 
bers until his illness. 

At Clarke the James L. and Ruth Clark 
Scholarship has been set up to provide a 
scholarship for a selected ministerial stu-^N 
dent at the college. 

Dr. John F. Carter came to Clarke Col- 
lege in 1920 as professor of Bible. He 
served as president twice and was 
academic dean for a while. He was also 
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Dr. James L. Clark 


the author of numerous books, pam- 
' phlets, and articles. His Layman's Har- 
mony of the Gospels is widely used by 
Southern Baptists. Dr. Carter was virtu- 
ally an encyclopedia of Bible knowledge, 
yet he never tired of searching the scrip- 
tures and sharing his special insight into 
God's Word. He and Mrs. Carter were 
active charter members of Calvary Baptist 
Church, Newton. 

* Dr. Carter was buried in Newton 
alongside his wife Mattie who died in Oc- 
tober of 1979. 

The John F. and Mattie Carter Scholar- 
ship fund was established by the Carters 
* themselves. It provides a scholarship 
each year to a second semester freshman 
ministerial student. 

The lives of these two men in every way 
exemplifies the ideals of Clarke College: 
service to Cod and compassion for one's 
fellow man. Though each has passed on 
from our presence, we still feel their 
spirit and influence in a very real way.

An expanded academic program is now 
being studied by the Academic Council at 
Clarke College in conjunction with the 
Vice-President of Academic Affairs at 
Mississippi College, Dr. Charles Martin. 
Under the anticipated merger with Mis- 
sissippi College, which should take effect 
in August, 1981, a third year program of 
courses will be added to Clarke's offer- 
ings, with the fourth year following in 
1982. Junior level courses to be offered in 
the fall will lead to a B.A. degree in Relig- 
ion, Music, English, and History. There is 
a possibility of a teacher certification 
program on the secondary level in several 
fields, including the above areas, science, 
and physical education. Later elementary 
certification could be added. With the 
addition of one or two possible faculty 
members, Clarke's currentfaculty is qual- 
ified to offer the junior and senior level. 

In addition to the regular collegiate 
program of Biblical Studies and Religious 
Education, there are efforts being made 
to explore options for a non-degree type 
training program for both lay persons in 
the church as well as pastors and other 
people in church ministries needing 
specific orientation in their ministry. 
Such a program will meet the need of 


many bivocational pastors and church 
workers not currently being met. Persons 
interested in such a program should con- 
tact the Dean's office at Clarke College. 

Another new aspect anticipated under 
the newauspices of Mississippi College is 
the revitalization of the physical activity 
program. There will be a modest array of 
activities at the College, which will pro- 
vide a more competitive basis for young 
people to consider when deciding on 
which college to attend. Clarke College 
continues its genuine commitment to 
learning in a Christian atmosphere of 
love and compassion.

DEMONSTRATION OF FAITH 


1983 marks a distinct year for 
Clarke College: 75 years of Christian 
Education in Mississippi. On Septem- 
ber 23, 1908, Clarke first opened her 
doors to students under the auspices of 
the Baptist General Association of 
Mississippi. Thus, she becomes the 
only state Baptist college founded by 
an organized Baptist body. 

Considering the economic condi- 
tions of the time - average pay was $.75 
per day in Mississippi - establishing a 
Baptist college in a rural area of the 
state was a bold leap of faith. At the 
first historical “encampment” at Blue 
Mountain in 1906 Dr. W.T. Lowery, 
then President of Mississippi College, 
delivered the need for Christian Educa- 
tion in Mississippi. W.B. Sansing, ed- 
itor of the Mississippi Baptist, pub- 
lished the speech and the movement 
soon gained momentum across the 
state. 

This growing concern, coupled with 
the recent death of the beloved N.L. 
Clarke of Newton County so touched 
the hearts of area Baptists, that the 
dream of a Baptist college named in 
honor of N.L. Clarke was born. 

Nor was the college’s namesake 
chosen lightly. Born in North Carolina 
in 1812, Bro. Clarke moved to Miss- 
issippi early in his life. He served as a 
missionary with the confederate army 
during the Civil War. He pastored 
many churches in the area, received 
2,500 converts into the church, bap- 
tised over 1600, was at the bedside of 
over 500 in death, organized 25 
churches, performed 3000 marriages 
and a like number of funerals. He was 
largely responsible for fueling the fires 
of Christian education in the area, and 


so it was proper that in his death a 
Baptist college was born. 

After fierce competition between a 
half dozen towns, Newton was chosen 
as the site and on September 22, 1908, 
the college opened her doors with an 
enrollment of 104. 

From that very first year there were 
difficulties, even desperate, times. 
Shortly after noon on January 13, 1909, 
fire broke out in the men’s dormitory. 
Newton firemen rushed to the scene 
only to discover they lacked 1000 feet of 
hose to reach the building. They 
watched as the dormitory crumpled and 
fell. 

This first large disaster seemed to 
set the precedent for many catastro- 
phes to come, for the only thing that 
was damages was the building itself. 
The spirit of faculty, students and 
friends was strenghtened as they rall- 
ied to build anew. 

Financial difficulties arose, and yet 
the enrollment hovered around the 200 
mark and in 1913 the Mississippi Bap- 
tist Convention voted to include Clarke 
as one of their denominational colleges. 

Still, financial insecurity threatened 
to be the ruin of Clarke College. 
Through faith in God, trust in the basic 
honesty of students and parents, and 
“innovative” financing Clarke was 
able to continue. M.O. Patterson as 
'president introduced the “Buy a Bale” 
program and admitted students who 
could provide two bales of cotton. More 
than once livestock was accepted for 
payment on tuition. 

There was a rapid turnover in 
administration during these lean years 
(nine presidents from 1908-1929) and 
adversity was a way of life. But Clarke 
continued to do what she has always 
done - carry on. 

By the early 1930’s many felt that 
the college should be closed, and in- 
deed, the convention voted to do that 
very thing. They had, however, mis- 
judged the tenacity and determination 
of Clarke supporters. 

Since no buyer for the school could 
be found, a group of Christian business 



men formed a holding company and 
were allowed to lease the college for a 
period of five years for $1.00 per year. 
Clarke carried on. 

Enter John F. Carter. Dr. Carter 
was already a legend by the time he 
accepted the presidency of Clarke 
College in 1930. Indeed, he had been a 
faculty member since 1919 and had 
served as President once before. 
Throughout the turmoil of the Great 
Depression, Dr. Carter served as a 
faithful shepherd, ever concious of the 
sustaining force of God in the life of 
this little college. Until his death in 
1981 he maintained a close relationship 
to Clarke. 

The city of Newton, realizing the 
valuable asset they held in the college, 
came to the rescue time again as aid 
was needed. The college doggedly held 
to its principles and silenced those who 
said the college could not survive by 
continuing to carry on. 

In 1945 the Mississippi Baptist Con- 
vention reclaimed Clarke and the 
college has operated under its controls 
since that time. Sustained leadership 
was provided as W.E. Greene and his 
successor, W.L. Compere, served for 
ten and twenty-two years respectively 
as President. 

Still, Clarke College carries on. The 
recent merger with Mississippi College 
has brought change, but change that 
has not touched the heart of the pur- 
pose of Clarke. Lewis Nobles, Presi- 
dent of Mississippi College, recently 
told a group of Clarke alumni, The 
Southern Association of Colleges and 
Schools doesn’t quiet know how to take 
the Mississippi College-Clarke merger. 
In times past the larger shcool would 
obscure the smaller one, and yet we 
have insisted that we will maintain the 
separateness and identity of Clarke 
College. While we have legally merger, 
Clarke will continue to sperate in and of 
itself.” He went on to say that “Clarke 
will continue to recruit and attract 
students seeking liberal arts education 
from the Christian perspective, 
especially those who seek training in 
church related vocations. Should stu- 
dents want to stay for two more years of 
Mississippi College sponsored upper 
division work, we will provide this in a 
number of areas.”

Fall enrollment at Clarke College 
maintains the general level of the 
previous two years. The addition of the 
senior year for Mississippi College at 
Clarke students helped raise the num- 
ber of junior and senior level students 
to 63. The overall enrollment is 214, 
which marks the third year in a row it 
surpassed the 200 level. The predic- 
tions that the addition of third and 
fourth year programs continue to be 
verified in this year’s enrollment pic- 
ture. Also, the addition of women’s 
varsity basketball contributed signifi- 
cantly to this year’s enrollment. 

There have been some adjustments 
in faculty to meet current needs. A 
part-time faculty position in secretarial 
science was decreased to an adjunct 
status and one of the four fulltime 
positions in music was eliminated. 
These type changes were offset with 
additions and increases in other areas. 
For instance, there was the addition of 
Mr. Ted Wilson at the Master’s degree 
level in science, which replaced some 
adjunct staffing as well as picked up 
part of the teaching load that was left 
from the shift of Dr. Mary Jayne Myers 
from full-time to part-time at her re- 
quest. Also, a part-time position in 
physical education has been upgraded 
to full-time. 

Clarke College offers for the first 
time this fall introductory computer 
science courses. They have been well 
received. A second year level will be 
added next year. 

This second year of the association 
with Mississippi College continues to 
strengthen the service Clarke College 
renders to Christian education. 


Several Clarke students returned in 
the fall from a summer filled with 
challenge and excitement. They had 
experienced life as BSU “summer 
missionaries.*’ The hours were long 
and the pay very low, but without 
exception participants felt the rewards 
were great. Serving from Clarke were 
Jim Twilbeck (South Carolina), Johna- 
than Riley (Louisiana), Dianna Derrick 
(Michigan), Paula Frasier (New York), 
Willie Ray Hodges (Louisiana), Mr. 
and Mrs. Tony Higginbotham (Florida) 
Calvin Couch (Gulfshore Baptist As- 
sembly), Billy Crowe (Central Hills 
Baptist Assembly), Laura Jo Wedge- 
worth) and Jackie Sissons (Camp 
Garay wa). 

As the semester progressed the 
BSU planned their annual retreat at 
Camp Lake Forest, Macon, for August 
27-29. The many participants found 
there a special time which drew stu- 
dents closer to the Lord and to each 
other. 

The week of October 4-7 was de- 
clared Missions Emphasis Week at 
Clarke. John and Jean Jacobs served as 
leaders for the week. The Jacobs, who 
met on the Clarke campus, later re- 
turned as faculty and staff members, 
and served on the mission field for 
many years, were on furlough from 
their recent assignment in Trinidad. 
John spoke of how the Lord spoke to 
him as a young man and directed his 
life toward Clarke College and later the 
mission field. Jean told of many of their 
experiences in Trinidad and how the

Dr. John T. Carter, son of the late John 
Carter, former President and faculty mem- 
ber at Clarke, gave the alumni response.

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IN THE LINE OF DUTY 


For the most part, we take for granted 
the safety and comfort that surrounds us in 
our day to day activities. There may be an 
impatient moment at a red light, or an occa- 
sional skirmish with a store clerk, but we 
learn to deal with these things. If things 
become too difficult for us, we retreat for a 
few moments of quiet and solitude, perhaps 
read the latest article on "stress management" 
and try to regain our sense of comfort. But, 
as they say, life goes on. 

It takes a real tragedy to shake up from our self-centered existence and force us 
to see that for many, the routine activities of the day never guarantee that life will 
in fact, go on. 

Two Clarke graduates recently died in unrelated incidents in the course of their 
regular daily activities. They died not through neglect or carelessness or even acci- 
dent. Each confronted his day in a routine way and when that day was over, each had 
surrendered his life in the line of duty. 

Stephen Bland was a student at Clarke College in 1978-79. He was a quiet student 
who enjoyed life and found many friends here. Following the school year, he volunteer- 
ed for service with the United States Marine Corps. Steve, who was known as "Tex" at 
Clarke, left the college without a fanfare, much in the way he had entered the year be- 
fore. In late October of this year, he died at the hands of terrorists in Lebanon. 
Steve was the only Mississippian who gave his life in the bombing that cost the lives 
of over 200 of his fellow soldiers. 

In February, the college sponsored a special memorial service for him. The honor- 
able G. V. "Sonny "'Montgomery represented the government of the state and nation in the 
services. An honor guard from the U. S. Marines took part and solmnly raised the flag 
of our country as we pledged our allegiance to it. None of us present could claim to 
have made a sacrifice for our country a.s did this quiet student from Mathiston, for in 
the course of his regular duty, he had been called upon to pay the ultimate price for 
freedom. As Representative Montgomery presented to our Student Body President a flag 
in Steve Bland's memory, we aii felt, all knew, that he had not died in vain. We knew 
at that moment that freedom carries with it a painful and expensive price. 

The price of freedom cannot be bought with money. It must be paid in the lives of 
those who have chosen as their life to protect our land. That price is paid in far a- 
way lands like Vietnam, or Lebanon, or Korea. But the price is also paid here at home. 

Jerry Bryant was a student at Clarke from 1970-72. Like Steve, Jerry was a quiet, 
unassuming young man who enjoyed life at Clarke College. I am proud that I was able to 
get to know him. 
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We were not close friends in one 
sense of the word, but if you are an 
alumnus of Clarke, you know that in 
this place, everyone becomes close. 

Jerry spent most of his life be- 
fore Clarke in the Alabama Baptist 
Children's Home. I know now that 
Jerry must have faced many barriers 
both financial and personal, as he 
attended our college. I never once 
heard him complain or saw him feel 
sorry for himself because life had 
not dealt him the advantages that 
most of us take for granted. 

After Jerry finished Clarke he 
earned a degree in Criminal Justice 
from the University of Southern Miss- 
issippi. He married Debbra Ladner, 
also a Clarke graduate and they had 
two children "Julie" Rebecca and Ka- 
therine "Katie" Leah. "Julie" is 
four years old; "Katie" is. two. 
Jerry and his family were active in 
the Bunker Hill Baptist Church where 
Jerry served on the activities commi- 
ttee and worked with the young people. 

On January 5, 1984, Jerry was 

shot to death while working with the 
Marion County Sheriff's Department as 
a Deputy. In the line of duty, he 
had stopped two suspects to question 
them in connection with the burglar- 
ization of several homes in the area. 
As most of us looked forward to the 
new year, life ended for this young 
father. 

Jerry was buried with full law 
enforcement Honors and received the 
Law Enforcement Medal of Honor. Once 
again, the price of freedom and safe- 
ty in our land was paid in the line 
of duty. 

Recently after Jerry’s death, 
his wife Debbie sent a copy of a tes- 
timony he had given at a lay renewal 
in November. The testimony left no 
doubt as to where Jerry is at this 
very moment. It was a testimony fill- 
ed with thanksgiving for the bless- 
ings God had given him and ended by 
stating "I just thank God for the 
love he has given us and for forgiv- 
ing us for our sins. I am proud to 
say I am a Christian..."

I am proud and feel honored to 
share the common bond of Christianity 
with my friends Jerry Bryant and 
Steve Bland. Clarke College was bles- 
sed to have had them for a short 
while. Their memory will be forever 
engraved here. Whenever I see the 
flag fly, or see our law enforcement 
officers circle this tree lined drive- 
way, I will remember that two very 
special men from this little college 
on the hill paid a dear price for all 

of us. _ _ .

S.A.C.S. Self Study 


This academic year Clark College will be 
visited by a committee from the 
Southern Association of College Schools 
as part of the process of gaining re- 
accreditation from the Southern 
Association of Colleges and Schools. 
The bulk of the work on the self study 
has been done. The visiting committee, 
chaired by Dr. Frank Lowe, Jr., of 
Chowan College, will be on the Clarke 
campus in April, 1987. The re- 
accreditation process is to re-accredit 
the associate of arts degree programs on 
our campus. * 

The self-study process is a laborious 
one, but its intrinsic rewards are in the 
fact that we are forced to take a long 
hard look at ourselves to see if we are 
succeeding in doing what we say we are 
doing in our statement of institutional 
purpose and objectives. 

A strong case can be made for saying 
i 1 ::j i.

results of questionnaires administered to 
students and alumni as a part of the self 
study process during the spring semester 


Of the 94 students who filled out the 
questionnaire, 47 strongly agreed with 
the statement that Clarke College had a 
distinctly Christian atmosphere and 49 
students strongly agreed with the 
statement that Clarke College faculty 
and staff were committed to providing 
opportunities for mental, physical, 
emotion and spiritual development of 
each student in preparation for their 
chosen vocation. Of the 73 alumni who 
filled out the questionnaire, 38 strongly a 
greed with the statement that apart from 
financial rewards, their attendance at 
Clarke College greatly improved the 
quality of their lives. These results clearly 
show us that Clarke College is doing the 
right things, so what we need to do is to 
simply improve the quality of our 
existing programs and increase our 
enrollment in these programs.

MISSION TO 
MEXICO

On September 18 one of the most 
severe earthquakes ever recorded, 
8.1 on the rictor scale, shook the 
world’s second largest city to an 
abrupt halt. Two days later a second 
earthquake registered 7.5 and 
Mexico City became one of the most 
devastated cities on earth. Thou- 
sands of buildings crumbled and 
thousands of people were killed, 
injured, and left homeless. The offi- 
cial death count is around 7,000 but 
local unofficial estimates are many 
times more than the official numbers 
perhaps as high as 40 to 50 thousand 
deaths. Help came to Mexico City 
from all over the world from all 
different types of volunteers and 
professional organizations. The peo- 
ple of Mississippi were represented 
by a small group of Southern Baptist 
Brotherhood volunteers who are a 
part of the Mississippi Baptist Dis- 
aster Relief Team. This team is 
symbolized by the big 18-wheeler 
van that has been taken to many 
places in the United States for dis- 
aster relief but made its first inter- 
national run in early October at the 
request of the National Baptist Con- 
vention of Mexico. The primary pur- 
pose of the Mississippi Baptist Dis- 
aster Relief Team is to provide food 
for those who have been struck by 
disaster. Three other State Baptist 
Conventions were also in Mexico 
City on a similar mission. Texas, 
Louisiana, and Oklahoma have sim- 
ilar vehicles that serve similar func- 
tions. 

The Mississippi van was located 
at the Departivo Oceania, a large 
sports pavillion in a highly populated 
section of Mexico City. There were 
about 600 people who had lost their 
homes in the earthquake who had 
been housed on the gymnasium floor 
of the sports complex. Our role was 
to provide the means for feeding the 
people. We were located at one of 
several housing centers the Mexican 
government had established for the 
homeless. Here the people were 
comfortable, safe, and well fed. How 
ever, many thousands of people re- 
fused to leave the streets where they

were living under crude plastic 
covers and eating whatever they 
could find. The government took 
advantage of the curiosity of Ameri- 
can men who were volunteering their 
time to help the Mexican people to 
attract people from the streets to the 
housing centers. As a result, we 
were on the national news in Mexico 
several times and our yellow disaster 
relief caps and jackets became a 
national symbol of goodwill. We, 
thereby, became national heroes 
who constantly received expres- 
sions of appreciation from the Mex- 
ican people. Our mission of a mun- 
dane food preparation (which we 
really were never able to accomplish 
to the Mexican taste and were soon 
replaced by Mexican volunteers in 
the actual preparation of food) was 
elevated to the status of international 
goodwill ambassadors. We commu- 
nicated to people without the benefit 
of knowing their language, a mes- 
sage that perhaps all the formal 
delegations in history could not have 
accomplished as well. We commu- 
nicated love and brotherhood with 
simple gestures of friendship such as 
holding babies while mothers ate 
their meals, playing games with the 
children who had been so trauma- 
tized only a few days earlier, sharing 
Mexican meals with people who 
were so amused at our reaction to the 
hot chili peppers, struggling to mas- 
ter a few Spanish words to commu- 
nicate our friendship as they likewise 
struggled to say friendly words in 
English. 

Only time will tell how Mexico 
will come out of its tragedy. Only 


time will tell of the lasting results of 
the efforts of the Brotherhood Dis- 
aster Relief Teams. I am sure that 
none of us who made the trip to 
Mexico will ever be the same, and I 
am sure that none of us will ever 
read casualty reports of any disaster 
with indifference. No longer are 
those figures just numbers. They are 
more than fellow human beings 
They have become our personal 
friends, and they have learned that 
we love them.

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Dreams Are For Real 


When God is working, dreams become 
real! At the same time that Clarke College 
music faculty members were considering 
the merit of a preparatory music program, 
a former music faculty member was 
dreaming of returning to Clarke to teach. 
In God’s appointed time, the dream 
materialized when Mrs. Marian Thornton 
joined the faculty again in September, 
1985 to organize and direct a preparatory 
piano program. 

Months of preparation went into plan- 
ning the Clarke College preparatory 
program. The first task Mrs. Thornton 
had was to make a study of prep music 
progams at senior institutions such as Car- 
son-Newman College and Southern 
Methodist Univerisity to gather infor- 
mation and to formulate plans. Then 
came the shaping of a program to fit 
needs of the area surrounding Clarke 
College. Local support and cooperation 
were solicited and and received from the 
Newton Public School Board and of- 
ficials. Publicity was given to the program 
by local newspapers, by hand-outs and by 
word of mouth . 

Response to registration into the piano 
program was beyond all expectations! It 
became evident to Mrs. Thornton and the 
Clarke College staff that help was needed 
in this new venture. Again the need was 
met; for God had prepared a former 
Clarke student who had just completed 
his Music Education degree at Mississippi 
College. 

Jeff Hardy, a Newton Cosmetologist, 
and First Baptist Church Organist, 
became a second piano teacher in the 
program . 

Original plans in the proposal called for 
a maximum of 35 students, but a 
registration of 70 was reached by end of 
the second month. 


The Clarke College Prep Program is 
now in its third year and has made out- 
standing statistics: averaged an enrollment 
os 65 students; served students in 9 schools 

in the Clarke College area; served 12 
adult students; has affiliation with the 
American Federation of Music Clubs; en- 
tered students in five piano festivals each 
year with 98 percent top ratings; and pre- 
sented two public recitals each year with 
student recitals given monthly. 

The preparatory piano program has 
added a new dimension to Clarke College 
as an outreach, as a public relations 
agent, as a service agent to the surround- 
ing communities and churches and as a 
center of musical training for young and 
old alike. 


I am sure that the headlines Clarke 
College received in The Baptist Record 
this summer were disturbing to a lot of 
you who are alumni and friends of Clarke 
College. These headlines were disturbing 
to many of you because you were under 
the impression that, when Clarke College 
was placed under the supervision of 
Mississippi College in 1981, Mississippi 
College was going to financially support 
Clarke. This was not and is not true. The 
Clarke College -Mississippi College Plan 
and Resolution of Merger, which was 
drawn up to define the relationship be- 
tween Clarke College and Mississippi 
College, stated that Clarke College would 
be financially independent of Mississippi 
College, whose administration was to exer- 
cise fiscal (financial) and administrative 
supervision over Clarke College. 

Do not be embarrassed about being 
confused about what the merger meant.

Annually, as a 
denomination, we approve a budget 
which is bathed in prayer, carefully con- 
structed, and implemented according to 
the best principles of God and man. 

Although through action of the 
Education Commission of the Mississippi 
Baptist Convention, Clarke College is 
being defunded at the rate of more than 


$31,000.00 per year, Clarke College 
remains accountable to God and to 
Mississippi Baptists in being a good 
steward of the funds allotted to it. The 
following figures reflect how some of 
these funds are being spent at Clarke 
during the 1987-88 academic year. 

Almost one-third of Clarke College’s 
students, 50 out of 170 students, (coun- 
ting both the junior and senior college 
programs administered through Mississip- 
pi College) are preparing for full time 
Christian ministry. There are 28 students 
preparing for the preaching ministry, 
seven students preparing for the music 
ministry, and 15 students preparing for 
the religious education ministry. Of these 
50 ministerial students, 18 are currently 
serving as ministers (in preaching, music 
or religious education) in local churches. 


Additionally, many students serve chur- 
ches as pulpit supply, as revival team 
members and other types of ministry. All 
faculty in the Department of Religion hold 
earned doctorates from Southern Baptist 
seminaries. These men serve as either 
supply or interim pastors nearly every 
Sunday. 

The figures listed above demonstrate 
that indeed Mississippi Baptists can be 
proud to have a school which serves to 
equip so many young people for the 
ministry to which God had called them. 
Mississippi Baptists can answer the 
question, “Is my money being well spent 
at Clarke College?”

“Clarke College Days” Series Proposed 


The students and the faculty of Clarke 
are willing to abide by the divinely given 
criteria. We are quite anxious to prove 
that we are good stewards of the resour- 
ces that Mississippi Baptists expend on us. 
With the cooperation of the Associational 
Directors of Missions and in conjunction 
with the adminstration, faculty, staff, BSU 
and the Ministerial Association of Clarke 
College, I propose a series of 
“Clarke College Days” in the churches. 

1. Rev. Johnny Sykes, Admissions 
Recruiter, will contact each of the area 
Directors, seeking their permission for the 
event. With the Directors’ assistance, 
open dates in the Associational calendar 
during January 15 to March 1, 1988, will 
be selected. 

2. Letters from Rev. Sykes to the 
pastors in that above association will seek 
their cooperation in the Clarke College 
Day program. The pastor, if he feels so 
lead of the Lord, will approach his church 
and set the date in the church’s calendar. 
From the response of the churches, a like 
number of speakers, musicians, and 
youth workers will be enlisted from the 
BSU and the Ministerial Association. 
Those who are selected will have the full 
approval of the faculty and staff before 
they are sent as representatives of the 
college. 


3. The students will be assigned at ran- 
dom to the churches and the churches in- 
formed prior to Clarke College Day. On 
the morning of the Clarke College Day, 
the students will arrive at a central point and 
meet a representative from each church at 
8:00 a.m. The morning church will hear 
the students and be their host for the 
noon meal, and transport them back to 
an afternoon youth rally at a central 
location. Each church will be urged to 
have their youth present for the rally, 
where they will hear some of the upper 
level religion students share in the youth 
oriented service. Clarke College staff and 
faculty will be present to counsel and pray 
with interested young people about God’s 
will for their lives, including their plans for 
college. 

4. The churches will pick up their 
evening assignees at the youth rally and 
transport them to the church and back to 
the central location after the evening ser- 
vice. A Clarke College Day love offering 
will be received in churches and forwar- 
ded to the college. The total offering will 
be shared pro rata by the students making 
the trip for that day. Each pastor will be 
asked to send a personal evaluation of the 
students in his church and in the rally 
meeting. Such information will be treated 
confidentially by the faculty and staff and 


used only for advisement and counseling 
purposes. 

When you hear of the date for Clarke 
College Day in your church, I hope you 
will give it your full support. I also fervent- 
ly desire your prayers that God will use 
this program to the praise of His Glory.

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mission, the body responsible for the 
overall supervision of the Baptist in- 
stitutions of higher learning in Mississippi 
have also been confused . They somehow 
concluded that Clarke’s merger with 
Mississippi College had reduced Clarke’s 
financial needs, so in 1983, they voted to 
eliminate the so called Administrative 
Funding part of the financial support 
Clarke College was receiving from the 
Mississippi Baptist Convention. Clarke’s 
share of those Administrative Funds is 
being reduced by about 12 percent a year 
until they are completely eliminated 
in 1992. 

This summer our President, Dr. Lewis 
Nobles, sought to persuade the Education 
Commission to reverse itself and restore 
the Administrative Funding to Clarke 
College as it had existed before 1983; but 
the Educaiton Commission instead is 
recommending to the Mississippi Baptist 
Convention that a special allocation of 
$55,000 be made to Clarke College for 
the coming fiscal year. As you can see. 
this measure does not really address the 
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problem of defunding. This measure only 
slows the pace of the defunding of Clarke 
Collge being carried out by the Education 
Commission. 

I hope that at this point you are asking 
yourself the question, “What can I do to 
help Clarke College out of this delimma?” 
W T ell, there are three very concrete steps 
that you can take to help Clarke College. 
Those steps are the following: 

First: Use your influence on any mem- 
ber or members of the Mississippi Baptist 
Convention’s Education Commission 
whom you might know to convince them 
to move to restore Clarke’s Administrative 
Funding to the pre-1983 level. 

Second: Support Clarke College with 
your prayers and your purse. 

Third: Encourage people that you 
know that are interested in attending a 
Christian college with a family-like en- 
vironment to consider attending Clarke 
College. 

The future of Clarke College depends 
upon you, the alumni and friends of the 
College. If you believe in Clarke College, 
now is the time to step forward and be 
counted among those who believe in 
Clarke College The choice is yours.

Clarke's Future Hinges on Convention

On November 14, 15 and 16, 1988, 
the Mississippi Baptist Convention 
will meet at the First Baptist Church 
* in Jackson. Among the issues to be 
dealt with at the convention will be 
the critical need for additional Con- 
vention support for Clarke College. 

Since January 1984, Clarke Col- 
lege's administrative funding from 
the Mississippi Baptist Convention 
has been being phased out at a rate of 
three percent of the total annual ad- 
ministrative funding until it will be 
totally eliminated after the 1991-92 
fiscal year. For Clarke College, this 
..^translates into a 12 percent annual 
t - loss of Clarke's share of those funds, 
because originally these funds were 
divided equally among Mississippi's 
four Baptist Colleges until in 1983, the 
Education Commission of the Missis- 
sippi Baptist Convention made the 
decision to phase out Clarke College's 
share of those administrative funds. 
This phasing out of administrative 
funding is having a devastating affect 
on Clarke College because Clarke, 
with its relatively small enrollment 
compared to that of Mississippi Col- 
lege or William Carey College, re- 
ceives the bulk of its Convention 
support from this particular part of 
the formula used by the Education 
Commission for the allocation of Con- 
vention funds for Mississippi's Bap- 
tist Colleges. 

Some might ask the question, 
"Why doesn't Clarke find additional 
funding from other sources to offset 
this partial loss of Convention fund- 
ing." There are three other possible 
sources of funds for Clarke College. 
Mississippi College, which has had 
administrative and fiscal control of 
Clarke College since 1981; increased 


support from alumni and friends; and 
increased tuition and fees from our 
students. 

The first alternative is not possible 
because the merger agreement speci- 
fies that Mississippi College and 
Clarke College are to remain fiscally 
(financially) separate from each other 
and because Mississippi College does 
not have extra funds to bankroll the 
operation of Clarke College. 

The second alternative is possible 
but, despite an increase in annual 
fund giving by alumni and friends, 
this alternative source of revenue will 
never equal the loss of Convention 
funds that Clarke will be experienc- 
ing by 1991-92 (over $250,000 annu- 
ally or about one-fourth of our annual 
cost of operation.) 

The third alternative has been used 
to offset the reduction of Convention 
support (over a 125 percent increase 
over the last eight years) but such 
increases, if continued at the current 
rate of increase, will eventually price 
Clarke College out of the market for 
students. Therefore, a significant in- 
crease in Convention funding must 
be made and it is essential that such 
action be taken at the 1988 Mississippi 
Baptist Convention. 

This urgency is necessary because, 
if the 1988 Mississippi Baptist Con- 
vention does not take positive action 
to meet Clarke College's funding 
needs, this writer believes that the 
Southern Association of Colleges and 
Schools (S.A.C.S.) will place Clarke 
College on public probation at their 
December 1988, annual meeting in 
New Orleans. This will occur because 
Clarke College will be judged to not 
be in compliance with condition thir- 
teen of the S.A.C.S. Conditions for 
Eligiblity, which states that all mem-

ber institutions must have an "adequ- 
ate financial base". After one year on 
public probation, if no Convention 
actions has been taken to give Clarke 
College this "adequate financial 
base", Clarke College would be 
dropped from membership in the 
Southern Association. This loss of 
regional accrediation would be tanta- 
mount to closing Clarke College, be 
because our survival is dependent 
upon the ability of our students to 
transfer their Clarke College work to 
a senior college. If this does occur, 
which I pray that it will not, it will 
because MISSISSIPPI BAPTISTS 
WERE UNWILLING TO SUPPORT 
CLARKE COLLEGE. 

Now is the time for you, as alumni 
and friends of Clarke College, to 
stand up and be counted among those 
of us who believe in Clarke College 
and in the essentialness of preserving 
the unique role that Clarke College 
has and does occupy among the Bap- 
tist colleges in Mississippi for the last 
seventy-nine years. To do this, you

The greenhouse, which is located 
behind the science building, is enclosed 
in a fenced-in area.

nothing is impossible 


Marty Romero, pastor of 
Montrose Baptist Church, Mon- 
trose, Miss., recognizes that his 
life demonstrates the biblical 
truth — that with God, NO- 
THING is impossible. For 
through God's direction in his 
life, Marty Romero has found 
his place of service in God's 
work. 

As a young man, Marty be- 
came involved in drugs and 
even over-dosed on three occa- 
sions; he served time in jail and 
even tried rehabilitation prog- 
rams, but none of the programs 
seemed to work. Marty's wife 
was a church member, but dur- 
ing that time, had not given her 
life to the Lord, so Marty did 
not recognize any value in the 
church. 

In February of 1982, Marty 
was invited by a deacon to 
attend services at Society Hill 
Baptist Church in Oakvale, 
Miss, where he lived. This long- 
haired hippie type young man 
decided to go to church with 
the idea that he would make all 
of those "nice society" people 
feel very uncomfortable. How- 
ever, Marty was welcomed, 
hugged and loved by the 
church family. That day this 
young man saw a difference in 
people's lives and told the pas- 
tor that he wanted what those 
people had. 

As Marty involved himself in 
God's work with God's people, 
he developed an interest in the 
mission program of the church 
and their trips to help other 
growing congregations such as 
those in Montana. From these 
experiences, this young Christ- 
ian felt God's call to missions. 
Now he knew he must prepare 
himself, but didn't know what 
to do, since he had quit school 
in the eighth grade. But a^' 
Marty believes, "the Lord 
brings it all together." 

Rev. Ray Henry, who was at 
this time pastor of Society Hill, 
believed that Clarke College 
could give Marty the incentive 
and help needed to obtain his 
education. Even though Marty 
did not know how he could 
financially attend school and 
really did not want to go. Rev. 
Henry brought him to visit 
Clarke on a Wednesday after 
the start of the 1984 fall semes- 
ter. The very next day, Marty 


Romero started classes at 
Clarke College. The door 
opened; the money was pro- 
vided that would move Marty, 
his wife and two small children 
to Newton. After a bumpy and 
frustrating start, this young 
man received his AA degree 
from Clarke and returned to 
enroll in the Mississippi Col- 
lege at Clarke Religion program 
from which he graduated with 
a 3.72 grade point average. Pre- 
sently, Marty is in his third 
term working toward the Mas- 
ter of Divinity degree from the 
New Orleans Seminary branch 
at Mississippi College — with 
God, NOTHING is impossible. 

Marty's personal motto, 'The 
only hands he has are your 
hands," expresses itself in his 
interest and desire to help in 
missions. Two of the active mi- 
ninstries under his direction 
while he was at Clarke were the 
local jail ministry and a yearly 
weekend evangelism rally at 
Parchman Penitentiary. This 
mission-minded young man 
has been to Mexico on four 
mission trips, to Montana on 
three mission projects, and to 
Alabama for a youth mission 
trip. He has just recently re- 
turned from Jamaica and is 
presently making plans to go to 
Dayton, Ohio during the sum- 
mer. Marty's hands are con- 
stantly at work as he involves 
himself and other in roofing, 
building, and evangelizing for 
God's Kingdom. Now he tries 
to help others find that same 
direction in their lives. 

As with other Clarke Alumni 
who found a place for them- 
selves while on the Clarke cam- 
pus, Marty busily works to in- 
fluence others to come to Clarke 
so that they may become a part 
of that Clarke spirit. Presently 
there are four students — 
including his wife, Patricia, 
who have come to Clarke be- 
cause of Marty's influence.

In the Spring of 1987 a 
reaccreditation committee 
from the Southern Associa- 
tion of Colleges and 
Schools visited the Clarke 
College campus as b part of 
the normal reaccreditation 
process (such reaccredita- 
tion visits come at ten year 
intervals). As a result of 
that committee's report, 
Clarke College was placed 
on "Notice" by the Level I 
Committee on Criteria and 
Reports in December, 1987, 
with thirty "recommenda- 
tions" (areas where Clarke 
College must improve its 
operation). In December 
1988, after one year on 
"Notice," Clarke College 
was placed on "Probation" 
because some of those "re- 
commendations" had not 
been resolved to the Com- 
mittee's satisfaction. Also 
the Level I Committee on 
Criteria and Reports called 
for a special committee to 
visit Clarke College in the 
Fall of 1989 to determine 
what progress had been 
made to implement the 
remaining "recommenda- 
tions." As a result of the 
report of that special com- 


mittee, in December, 1989, 
Clarke College was placed 
on "Probation" for the final 
year such a status can be 
maintained. 

Now the recommenda- 
tions which Clarke College 
has to implement are down 
to two, developing a com- 
prehensive long-range plan 
and documenting Clarke 
has "adequate financial re- 
sources." A special com- 
mittee will come down 
again this coming fall to 
determmine if Clarke Col- 
lege has complied with 
these two "recommenda- 
tions." If that committee 
determines Clarke College 
has not complied, we will 
be dropped from member- 
ship in the Southern Asso- 
ciation of Colleges and 
Schools at the December, 
1990 S. A.C.S. Meeting. 
Such regional accreditation 
is essential for a junior col- 
lege so its students can 
transfer to a senior college 
with a minimum of diffi- 
culty. A loss of regional 
accreditation would be a 
fatal blow to Clarke 
College. 

The comprehensive 
long-range plan is in the 


process of being written, 
based on long-range plan- 
ning already done in cer- 
tain areas. Documentation 
of adequate financial re- 
sources, however, is much 
more difficult to accom- 
plish. This can partially be 
done by Clarke College fin- 
ishing in the black finan- 
cially for the second conse- 
cutive fiscal year (1988-89 
and 1989-90) and by docu- 
menting to S.A.C.S. that for 
the third straight year the 
Mississippi Baptist Con- 
vention has fulfilled its 
promise of allocating an 
additional $55,000 to elimi- 
nate Clarke College's "cu- 
mulative deficit." 

What else needs to be 
done in this area of fi- 
nances to prove that Clarke 
College has an adequate 
financial base? There are 
four things that can be 
done. First, Clarke Col- 
lege's alumni and friends 
must increase their contri- 
butions to our annual fund 
drives. Already this fiscal 
year (1989-90) we have ex- 
perienced a significant in- 
crease in annual fund giv- 
ing over the last fiscal year 
(1988-89). This trend of in- 
creased annual fund giving 
must continue. Second, 
Clarke College must gain 
additional students to in- 
crease our revenue from 
tutition and fees and to 
fully utilize our existing 
physical facilities. Third, 
we must convince the Edu- 
cation Commission of the 
Mississippi Baptist Con- 
vention to reverse its 1983 
decision to phase out 
Clarke College's one-fourth 
of the so-called "admini- 
strative funding" of Missis- 
sippi Baptist higher educa-

tion. S.A.C.S. officials can 
only view this action of our 
sponsoring agency, the 
Mississippi Baptist Con- 
vention, of withdrawing its 
support as eroding away 
our financial base. Fourth, 
Clarke College must begin 
to build up its undesig- 
nated endowed funds to 
create a source of revenue 
not affected by changes in 
Convention priorities or 
any backlash against sup- 
porting Baptist higher edu- 
cation in Mississippi. 

This is the year (1990) 
that will determine the fu- 
ture of Clarke College or 
whether the College has a 
future. With your support 
in gaining additional stu- 
dents and funds, Clarke 
College will overcome this 
threat to its existance, as it 
has many other equally ser- 
ious threats over the last 
eighty-one years. I believe 
Clarke College still has a 
God-given mission and, as 
long as we seek to fulfill 
that mission, God's power 
will protect and His Holy 
Spirit will lead Clarke Col- 
lege. Do you believe as ! 
do?

The Religion Department at 
Clarke College continues to be 
a busy place. More than one- 
third of all students at Clarke 
College are church-related 
vocation majors. Approxi- 
mately one-half of all religion 
graduates from Mississippi 
College at Clarke go on to the 
Seminary. Many of the religion 
majors currently serve as pas- 
tors or other ministerial staff in 
churches while attending 
school. 

The religion faculty at 
Clarke this semester is com- 
posed of one part-time profes- 
sor, Dr. Charles Melton and 
two full-time professors. Dr. 
John E. Dent, Jr. and Dr. Eddie 
L. Ruddick. Dr. Charles Mel- 
ton teaches several courses in 
the area of Religious Educa- 
tion. Additionally, he serves as 
the Director of Missions for the 
Newton County Baptist Asso- 
ciation. Dr. John E. Dent, Jr., 
teaches courses in the area of 
Greek and New Testament. 
Additionally, he serves as 
Interim Pastor of First Baptist 
Church, Marion, MS and 
Chaplain in the Mississippi Air 
National Guard. Dr. Dent also 
serves as the coordinator for 
the Mississippi College at 
Clarke program. He has also 
just completed teaching a 
course for the New Orleans 
Baptist Theological Seminary 
at the Clinton extension. Dr. 
Eddie L. Ruddick, Chairman 
of the Department of Religion 
primarily teaches courses in 


the area of Old Testament. 
Additionally, he serves as 
Interim Pastor of Harperville 
Baptist Church, Harperville, 
MS and is writing Sunday

Ruddick is also teaching 
courses for the New Orleans 
Baptist Theological Seminary 
on the campus at Clarke 
College. 

All three religion faculty 
members are very busy not 
only with the courses they 
teach on campus, but they are 
also busy with other areas of 
ministry to which God has 
called them. These dedicated 
men ask that you pray for their 
ministry at Clarke College.

now utilizing computers as 
tutorial aids and for laboratory 
instruction. 

This past year the software 
"Body Language" has been 
acquired and will allow the 
student, through computer 
graphics, to explore the human 
body systems. Additionally, a 
computer based EKG and 
physiograph have been pur- 
chased. These will greatly 
enhance our physiology labs in 
both General Biology & Ana- 
tomy and Physiology. 

The library holdings have 
been weeded and some new 
volumes added. Additional 
books and audio visuals will 
be purchased when funds are 
available. 

We have received numerous 
inquiries into our summer 
offerings for 1990 and expect 
to have our largest enrollment 
in recent years. 

Finally, Clarke is involved in 
a matching grant program 
with a national computer 
cooperation. This will result in 
a substantial boost to our com- 
puter lab and allow more 
extensive utilization of new 
technology in our classrooms. 

Department of English 

This spring semester the 
Department of English at 
Clarke College is offering vari- 
ous courses to meet the needs 
of the students. Courses in 
English Composition, English 
Literature, and American Lit- 
f erature cover the requirements 

of students at different levels, 
r In the English Composition 

classes, the freshman students 
are busily engaged in writing 
research papers on a critic^ 
analysis of the writings of an 
American or an English writer. 

These students are learning the 
methods of research as well ad 
increasing their writing skills, 
their knowledge of literature 
and their ability to analyze the 
writings of a well-known 
writer. 

In the Survey of English Lit- 
erature classes, the sophomore 
students are broadening their 
outlook on life by studying the 
works of the masters of Engl- 
ish prose and poetry, such as 
those of Thomas Carlyle and 
Alfred Lord Tennyson. Those 


students who are acquiring a 
minor in English are taking 
American Literature as part of 
their required courses. This 
course spans American Litera- 
ture from the writings of Wil- 
liam Bradford through those 
of William Faulkner. Along 
with gaining knowledge of the 
economic, political, social and 
religious background that 
forms a part of their heritage. 
Additionally, each student 
enrolled in one of these Engl- 
ish courses reads a novel by an 
English or an American writer 
and writes a review of it. All of 
these courses are designed to 
give the students a thorough 
educational background m 
English.

On October 22, 23, and 24 a 
special committee from the 
Southern Association of Col- 
leges and Schools will visit the 
Clarke campus to examine the 
last two areas of concern the 
Level I Committee on Criteria 
and Reports has about Clarke 
College, long-range planning 
and financial stability. The long- 
range plan is in hand and, in 
terms of financial stability, 
Clarke just finished the second 
consecutive fiscal year in the 
black (1988-89 and 1989-90), 
with annual fund collections 
doubling over the previous fis- 
cal year. These facts appear to 
this writer to be a clear sign that 
this visiting committee should 
send a favorable report back to 
the S.A.C.S. Level I Committee 
on Criteria and Reports, which 
would mean reaffirmation of 
our accreditation in December, 
1990. 

But what do we do after 
A.S.C.S.? Much of our effort 
the last three years has been 
made for S.A.C.S/s benefit, so 
what do we need to do now for 
ourselves? Clarke College must 
now begin to address three 
long-range problems to insure 
its future. Those problems are in 
the areas of: increasing enroll- 
ment, broadening our financial 
base, and modernizing our 


facilities. 

Clarke College must begin a 
long-range effort to increase our 
enrollment to fully utilize our 
existing facilities. There are five 
stages to achieving this objec- 
tive. They are: 

a. By employing someone 
experienced in recruiting to 
direct our Admissions Office. 
This was done in August when 
we employed Mr. Wayne Miley 
as Clarke College's Director of 
Admissions. His previous work 
experience includes working 
with the Mississippi Employ- 
ment Service as a recruiter for 
Job Corps and other similar 
programs. 

b. By identifying who our 
potential students are and 
targeting our recruiting efforts 
to get those students. Clarke has 
neither the personnel nor the 
financial resources to use the 
shotgun approach to recruiting. 
We must determine specifically 
who our best prospects are and 
target our recruitment efforts 
directly at them. 

c. By fully utilizing members 
of the Clarke College family 
(faculty, staff, students, alumni, 
and friends) in our recruiting 
efforts. 

d. By developing the financial 
resources we need to enable 
those students to attend Clarke 
College through a combination 


of endowed scholarships, 
church sponsored scholarships, 
institutional financial aid, and 
government grants and loans. 

e. By offering courses that are 
attractive to students because 
they meet their needs and sti- 
mulate their interests. 

Clarke College needs to 
broaden its financial base to be 
less dependent on Mississippi 
Baptist Convention support by 
taking the following steps: 

a. By encouraging more 
Churches to establish scholar- 
ships for their members to 
attend Clarke College (as three 
churches are now doing). Such 
scholarships can be used to 
offset the additional costs of 
attending a private junior col- 
lege as opposed to a public 
junior college. 

b. By encouraging alumni 
and friends of Clarke College to 
set up additional endowed 
scholarship funds, emphasizing 
setting up such funds with as 
little restriction as possible on 
who the recipients will be so the 
College Director of Financial 
Aid will be free to use her dis- 
cretion in awarding these scho- 
larships to worthy students. 

c. By encouraging the build- 
ing up of Clarke College's gen- 
eral, undersignated endowed 
funds, so the interest earned 
from these funds can be used to 
offset any possible financial 
shortfall or for capital expenses. 

d. By continuing to increase 
annual fund giving to the point 
that one-fifth to one-fourth of 
the college's total revenue is 
from annual fund contritubions. 

Clarke College needs to mod- 
ernize its facilities by taking the 
following steps:

a. By air-conditioning the 
remaining dormitory rooms 
that are in regular use, so all stu- 
dents will have air-conditioned 
rooms. 

b. By installing lighting on the 
Clarke College Baseball Field to 
replace the old lighting that was 
taken down when the baseball 
field was expanded. 

c. By expanding the stacks of 
the Sanders Memorial Library, 
which would require a ground 
level addition on the northwest 
comer of the library. 

d. By building a Chapel with 
a seating capacity of 30(M00 
between the Lott Fine Arts 
Building and the Sanders 
Memorial Library with a BSU 
Center in the basement of that 
building. That Chapel and BSU 
Center should be built in the 
memory of Dr. John F. Carter, 
whose name is synonymous 
with that of Clarke College, 
because he unselfishly gave his 
life to its survival. 

These things must be done for 
Clarke College, not for S.A.C.S., 
so it can continue to fulfill its 
God -given mission of educating 
men and women for service in 
God's Kingdom here in Missis- 
sippi and around the world, as 
laity or clergy, for our NEXT 
HUNDRED YEARS.

The Mississippi College 
at Clarke Program

Since the union with Clarke in 
1982. Mississippi College has pro- 
vided an opportunity for stu- 
dents in selected majors to con- 
tinue their studies on the New- 
ton campus after graduation 
from Clarke College. This prog- 
ram has enabled hundreds of 
religion majors to complete a 
four-year program resulting in 
the awarding of a Bachelor of 
Arts degree from Mississippi 
College. 

During the current 1990-91 
academic year, there are 24 stu- 
dents majoring in religion who 
are either juniors or seniors. 
Upon their graduation approxi- 
mately one-half of these stu- 
dents attend one of six semina- 
ries owned and operated by 
Southern Baptists. (Many of 
these students will attend New 
Orleans Baptist Theological Semi- 
nary due to its geographical 
proximity.) 

During the time these stu- 
dents are enrolled in the MC @ 
Clarke program, many of them 
minister in local churches. Pri- 
marily, these students provide 
leadership to many of the small- 
er churches in both the Neioton 
County Baptist Association and 
the Scott County Baptist Associa- 
tion. The Clarke College Religion 
Faculty works closely with the 
Directors of Missions in nearby 
associations to help secure 
places of service for these 
students. 

During their junior and senior 
year, these students make a dif- 
ference on the Clarke College 


campus. Many of them serve in 
leadership capacities in various 
campus organizations. The 
maturity they provide to the 
campus furthers a sense of 
Christian commitment among 
other students. 

Currently, there are three 
faculty members who teach 
extensively in the MC @ Clarke 
program. The are: Dr. Eddie L. 
Ruddick, Chairman of the 
Department of Religion, Clarke 
College; Dr. John E. Dent, Jr., 
Instructor of Greek and New 
Testament, Clarke College; Dr. 
Charles Melton, Instructor of 
Religious Education, Clarke 
College and and Director of 
Mission for the Newton County 
Baptist Association. This semes- 
ter there are also two faculty 
members who teach one course 
in the MC @ Clarke program. 
They are: Dr. David Briscoe, 
Pastor, Pelatchie Baptist 
Church, Pelatchie, MS, and Dr. 
Frank Harmon, Pastor, First 
Baptist Church, Newton, MS. 
These men are doing an excel- 
lent job in not only imparting 
knowledge to students, but also 
in instilling in them the desire to 
learn. 

Both the students and the 
faculty in the MC @ Clarke prog- 
ram ask for your continued 
prayer support. 

Dr. John E. Dent, Jr. continues 
to provide administrative lead- 
ership for the Mississippi College 
at Clarke program. Dr. Dent's 
primary ministry is as the 
Instructor of Greek and New 
Testament for Clarke College. 


Additionally, he serves as the 
Installation Staff Chaplain in 
(the Meridian Unit of) the Air 
National Guard. He also teaches 
Bible studies and supplies for 
churches. Further, Dr. Dent is a 
contributing editor for Christian 
Computing Magazine and regu- 
larly writes articles, book 
reviews, and reviews of 
ministry-related software for 
various theological journals. 

Dr. Dent is also teaching sev- 
eral Adult Continuing Educa- 
tion courses for Clarke College.

Clarke College, like its sister Baptist colleges, 
operates on the financial support provided by a 
triad of sources, Ifrese three sources are: support 
from the Mississippi Baptist Convention; Support 
from students' tuition and fees; and support 
* r from contributions from alumni and friends of 
the college. For a college such as Clarke to have 
the kind of financial stability that it needs, the 
financial support from these three sources needs 
to be in near balance (about one-third of the 
college's revenue coming from each source). 
Sadly, this has not been the case with Clarke 
over the last few years. 

Clarke College has been too reliant on support 
from students' tuition, which has risen from 
$35.00 a semester hour in the 1980-81 academic 
year to $102.00 a semester hour in the current 
1990-91 academic year, and on support from 
the Mississippi Baptist Convention, which 
reached a low point in 1986-87 of $226,863.00 
as a result of the revised funding formula 
adopted by the MBC Education Commission in 
1984 that had reduced Clarke’s Convention 
support by about 12% per year. Convention 
support rose to a high of $33 1 ,77 1 .00 in 1989- 
90 due to a favorable vote by the overwhelming 
majority of the messengers to the 1988 Mississippi 
Baptist Convention and to a more favorable 
attitude toward Clarke College among the 
members of the MBC Education Commission. 
r Hiis increased support was brought about mainly 
because of the growing realization among 
Mississippi Baptists that Mississippi College 
was not bankrolling the operation of Clarke 
College, a misconception many had harbored 
as a result of Clarke's merger with Mississippi 
College in 1981. 

It is in the critical area of financial support 
from alumni and friends, that Clarke College 
has failed to maintain the essential balance in 
its financial support. Of the approximately 
5,000 alumni and friends that Clarke College 


has on its mailing list, only a handful (less than 
500) give on an annual basis to the annual fund 
drives. Clarke's percentage of alumni and friends 
who give to the annual fund drives is much 
lower than our sister Baptist colleges in 
Mississippi. This is the main source of the 
financial instability which the Southern 
Association of Colleges and Schools' Level I 
Committee on Criteria and Reports has 
repeatedly cited as a reason for denying Clarke 
College continued membership in the Southern 
Association. 

Why has this problem in Clarke's financial 
support occurred? There are three possible 
reasons for thfs occurrence. 

First, Clarke College is a junior college. 
Many of our alumni go on from Clarke to 
attend a senior college, and many of those who 
go on to a senior college also go on to attend 
seminary and graduate school. Higher 
education's alumni tend to feel more loyalty to 
the last institution that they attended, rather 
than the first institution. Some of our alumni 
forget the fact that it was Clarke College that 
taught them the academic knowledge and the 
study skills that they needed to succeed in 
other institutions of higher learning. 

Second, most of us receive numerous 
solicitations from various organizations for 
financial support in the mail every year. We 
have become so disgusted with the volume of 
these request for financial support, that often 
we automatically throw these solicitations in 
the wastebasket, often without bothering to 
ask ourselves, "Is the cause worthy?", and, 
"What is the extent of that need?" What would 
your answer be to these two questions, if they 
were about Clarke College? 

Third, many Clarke alumni and friends, 
who do not have large incomes, might feel that 
since they cannot make a large contribution, 
their gift is not needed to reach the annual fund 
drive goals at Clarke. Those people do not 
realize that the very thing that enables annual 
fund drives to re^h their goals are those 
smaller essential individual contributions that 
come in addition to'few large contributions. 

Those of us that are members of the Clarke 
College Family (alumni, faculty, friends, and 
staff) need to concentrate our energies and 
more of our financial resources to achieving 
this essential balance in financial support for 
our beloved Clarke College. Such a balance 
will not only enable Clarke College to survive 
over the next few year, but it will also enable 
Clarke College to expand its own unique ministry' 
to Mississippi and to Southern Baptists to 
meet the challenges of the new millennium.

The Office of Admissions is an exciting 
place to be this time of year. So many postive 
things are happening. Our first spring open 
house and preview day will be Wednesday, 
February 27, and will already be history by the 
time you read this. We are expecting prospects 
from all over the state. As hard as it is to remain 
cautious in my optimism, the statistics show 
there is reason for excitement. The number of 
applications already received for the fall semester 
is triple what it was last year at this same time. 
This margin has been consistent through January 
and February but the only way it will continue 
may be by more hard work. Although things 
look positive, it’s not a time to rest on what 
we've done. Actual statistics are not available 
to compare the number of on campus visits with 
this time last year.

Since last October 1 when this journey into 
recruiting began, I’ve added over 15,000 miles 
to the odometer reading on the little grey 
Nissan. I have had contact with 181 schools 
personally and with assistance from J.B. Costilow, 
Evelyn Williams, and .Tammy Parkes an 
additional 24 schools have been visited. Twenty 
seven churches have also been called upon. As 
I have traveled these many miles with lots of 
time to think, thinking often turns to praying. 

I have really prayed the Lord would send us a 
dynamic student body next year. While I’ve 
prayed. I’ve also worked. I believe this is the 
combination we need. The Lord is going to give 
us a tremendous blessing. I believe it in my 
heart and I am seeing it more each day with my 
eyes.

In the past six years, an average of 65 
students, grades 1-12 have been enrolled, 
annually from Newton and surrounding counties.

CLARKE COLLEGE COMPUTER CAMP

Introduction 

Clarke College Computer Camp will be in 
operation during June, 1991. At the end the of 
last summer, through a matching funds grant 
from IBM, Clarke College purchased 13 
computers. Eight of these IBM computers (mostly 
model 30, Color VGA, 20Mb Hard Disk) are 
housed in the Clarke College Computer Lab, 
located in the Science Building. r rhese computers 
have been used by several computer classes 
taught by Mrs. Sue Ford & Dr. John E. Dent, 
Jr. Additionally, the lab has been used to teach 
several Adult Continuing Education Courses. 
Further courses are planned for March or April. 
Finally, the Clarke College Computer lab is 
open 20 hours per week for student use. 

Description 

Clarke College Computer Camp (CCCC) is 
a week long program designed for high school 
students and 1-3 grade students. Both age 
groups will "hands-on" experience with each 
student sitting in front of a computer. Each 
camp will be offered one or more times, depending 
upon student registration (there must be at least 
4 students in each class). Class size is limited 
to a maximum of eight students. 

CCCC for high school students teaches the 
basic fundamentals of Word Perfect 5.1. This 
course is specifically geared to those students 
who have little or no experience with computers 
or with Word Perfect 5.1. The aim of this 
course is to provide students with the basic 
skills necessary to write a paper using Word 
Perfect 5.1. Word Perfect 5.1 is the best and 
most used wordprocessing program in America 
today. This course will be taught for two hours 
per day for five days. 

CCCC for 1-3 grade students teaches basic 
math operations, history, geography, and helps 
the student learn how to tell time. Programs 
are specifically geared toward children in the 
1-3 grades. A shareware copy of each program 
used will be provided to each student following 
completion of this course. This course will be 
taught for two hours per day for five days. 

The instructor for both of these courses is Dr. 
John E. Dent, Jr. Dr. Dent has been using 
computers for more than eight years. He is a 
contributing editor for Christian Computing 
Magazine and has written software reviews for 
The Theological Educator, the Re\>iew and 
Expositor, Christian Computer Users 
Association, Southern Baptist Computer Users 
Group, as well as other publications. Additionally, 
Dr. Dent has taught several computer courses 
at Clarke College and serves as a computer 
consultant.

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involve teaching in the area of Old Testament. 
Dr. Dent serves at the coordinator of the MC@ 
Clarke Program; his duties primarily involve 
teaching in the area of New Testament and 
Greek. 

Additionally, many of the Clarke College 
faculty (full-time, part-time, and adjunct) teach 
courses with students who are enrolled in the 
MC@ Clarke Program. During the Spring 1991 
Semester, Dr. Laura Barge of Columbus, MS is 
teaching several courses in English for MC@ 
Clarke students. Further, Dr. Charles Melton, 
Director of Missions for Newton County, and 
Dr. Frank Harmon, pastor of First Baptist Church, 
Newton, each teach a course for MC@ Clarke 
Students.

The Spring 1991 Semester is an exciting 

time at Clarke College. One of the reasons for 
this excitement is the existence of the MC@ 
Garke Program. Students enrolled in this program 
and faculity who teach in this program make a 
valuable contribution to the work of God’s 
Kingdom through their participation.

Registration 

The total cost for either the courses offered 
at CCCC is $99. including the registration fee. 
The cost covers paper, ribbon, disks, textbooks, 
instruction, computer use, and the $20. 
registration fee. Since class size is limited to a 
maximum of eight students, parents should 
send the registration fee to Dr. John E. Dent, 
Jr., Garke College, Post Office Box 440, Newton, 
Ms 39345 as soon as possible. The first eight 
students to register for each class will be placed 
in the course; others will be placed on a waiting 
list for the next class. Dates for the two classes 
are June 8-12. If more than eight students 
register for a class, a second section of that 
class will be offered the following week. Class 
times are 1-3 PM for high school students 
and 3-5 for elementary school students. 
Registration begins immediately and concludes 
on May 31.

Seventeen of these 
are still in graduate school, while 21 have 
, ' completed their Masters' work and at least one 
has completed the Doctor of Ministries Degree 
from New' Orleans Baptist Theological Seminary. 

We are always trying to improve Clarke 
College and make it better. Mrs. John Dent, 
Charles Melton, and I have helped to revise the 
catalogue this Fall. In the 1991-93 catalogue, 
we will be offering in Bible every course in 
Bible listed in Mississippi College’s recent 
catalogue. Of the 120 hours required for the 
„ BA, 45 hours are in the core curriculum, 18 in 
the Religion Core, 18 in the area of Concentration, 
and 21 +/- in the Minor. Our new' catalogue, 
then, will allow 15 to 18 hours of Religion 
Electives for the average dormitory student.

I enjoyed writing those lessons last 
Spring and I think your high school seniors 
ought to read them to find out w'hat the Chairman 
of the Department of Religion at Clarke College 
believes about the Word of God.

These words of Dr. 

Martin Luther from his 
famous hymn, "A Might 
Fortress Is Our God", 
are an accurate 
description of what has 
happened at Clarke 
College over the last 
two months. 

At the end of the 
spring semester, Clarke 
College lost its regional accreditation, being 
s removed from membership in the Southern 
Association of Colleges and Schools (SACS) 
for what the Level I (Junior College) Criteria 
and Reports Committee concluded was an 
inadequate long-range plan and an unstable 
financial base. Nothing was cited as being 
deficient about the academic program, 
facilities, faculty qualifications or library 
holdings, all the essential elements for 
educating students. Enrollment for summer 
school was down dramatically and two faculty 
and more than twenty students announced 
they would not return primarily due to the 
loss of SACS accreditation. Many were very 
pessimistic about the fall enrollment, 
particularly because federal student financial 
aid (about $400,000.00 annually at Clarke 
College) is tied to regional accreditation. 

But things began to change for Clarke 
College beginning in July and August. First, 
thirteen institutions of higher learning 
(Belhaven College, Blue Mountain College, 
Crighton College, Florida Baptist Theological 
College, Hannibal-LaGrange College, 
Livingston University, Mississippi College, 
New Orleans Baptist Theological Seminary, 
Northeast Louisiana University, Samford 
University, Southeast Louisiana University, 
-^he University of Southern Mississippi, and 
/Villiam Carey College) agreed to continue 
to accept credits from Clarke College as 
they always had done and two institutions 
(Jackson State University and Mobile College) 


informed us of an existing way our students 
could enter their institutions. Second, Clarke 
College was left a bequest by the late Mrs. 
Ruth Lacy of Meridian, with the stipulation 
that those funds (approximately $120,000.00) 
be used for loans for Clarke Students, and 
area churches took up a special offering for 
Clarke College (approximately $10,000.00 
to date) to be used for scholarships for 
Clarke College students. Third, 1 30 students 
enrolled at Clarke College for the fall semester, 
even with those students enrolling as freshmen 
and sophomores knowing that the choice of 
institutions to which they might transfer their 
credits was limited. This means Clarke 
experienced a one-fifth drop in enrollment 
from that of last fall (165 last fall), but that 
drop is much less than the pessimists 
predicted. 

Why has this success occurred? Was it 
the dedication of Clarke College's faculty 
and staff who stayed, prayed, and worked 
despite the fact they have no contracts for 
the 1991 -92 academic year? Was it because 
of the loyalty of those returning students who 
decided to return to Clarke College despite 
its difficulties? Was it the loyalty of Clarke's 
alumni who continued to pray for and give to 
support Clarke College? Yes, it was all of 
those, but just those factors would not have 
opened Clarke College this year. It took 
more that all these. It took the "Right Man" 
on our side. That "Man" is the Lord, and 
when we stay in His will, we avail ourselves 
of His power, a power that has no equal on 
this earth. It is that power that has, is, and 
will preserve Clarke College.

HOW IT FELT FRCM THE INSIDE

Li fa can be compared to "a ka- 
leidoscope that displays vary- 
ing symmetrical, colorful

(Webster) At times, the com- 
bination of shapes and colors 
are breathtaking with beauty; 
at other times, the result of a 
rotation produces dark shades 
that are not as pleasant ! To 
those who love Clarke College, 
the Spring of 1992 will be re- 
membered as an unpleasant com- 
bination of patterns in the 
kaleidscope of life, as the 
'closing of Clarke College was 
experienced. 


No one knows the pain and the 
emotional upheaval that this 
event brought about, more than 
those who were directly 
involved: the student body, the 
faculty and the staff. Emotions 
were rampant: disbelief, anger, 
confusion, helplessness - and 
finally resignation and tears l 
Some students were second and 
third generation children of 
Clarke Alumni and they now 
realized that the family 
« “tradition of graduating from 
r Clarke would be broken. Mini- 
sterial students who had 
uprooted their families and 
moved to the campus, hopefully 
for four years in the MC pro- 
gram at Clarke, were now faced 
with another expensive move to 
another college, possibly a 
long distance from the church 
they pastor. Others were only 
six hours away from graduation 
which could have been earned in 
a summer session. 


A burden and concern for Clarke 
College was nothing new to the 
faculty and staff members! They 
had remained faithful through 
the long struggle to satisfy 
accreditat ion requirements , the 
weekly planning meetings, the 
daily research to discover new 
ways of solving the problems of 
decreasing enrollment and de- 
creasing financial support. 
Prayer vigils took place, seme 
in staff meetings at the begin- 
ning of the day, and an all- 
night prayer meeting. Even a 
background of discouragement 
and struggle did not prepare 
for the announcement from MC 
that classes would not be 


offered on the Clarke campus 
after May 15. The emotional 
impact was devastating, es- 
pecially for those who had 
invested 15 or 20 years of 
their lives into Clarke! These 
dedicated people served sacri- 
ficially for many years because 
the pay scale was from 30% to 
50% lower than positions in 
state-supported schools and in 
the business world. Suddenly 
those who lived on the carrpus, 
no housing - worst of all, no 
Clarke College! 

As the Alumni Director, I had 
the responsibility of putting 
together a Final Homeccming 
that would have the dignity 
that our beloved institution 
deserved. It was a most dif- 
ficult task to face. After 
three different programs were 
planned, a final draft was 
approved. Since emotions con- 
tinued to run rampant, rumors 
reached the campus of irate 
alumni taking the floor during 
the morning program. Even 
though sadness was there on the 
day of Homeccming activities, 
“Thanks Be to God" , everything 
was done decently and in order! 
It became a day to be treasured 
in ones memories. 

As the summer of 1992 ended, 
God proved Himself faithful to 
the students, faculty and staff 
of Clarke. With the exception 
of a few, almost all have been 
re-located in other colleges, 
other employment and in 
housing. The healing process 
must now take priority. Much 
has been said and written about 
why Clarke College closed; only 
God knows the total truth and 
can see the total picture! We 
must now look to Him and Him 
alone, to guide Mississippi 
Baptists in making a decision 
about the future usage of 
Clarke. Without exception, 
those who love* the college will 
say, "God is Ihot finished with 
Clark yet." 


ALUMNI OFFICERS AND AREA 
REPRESENTATIVES SEEK 
DIRECTION FOR CLARKE CAMPUS 


No one can deny that the clos- 
ing of Clarke College caused 


shock waves throughout the 
Mississippi Baptist Convention! 

The shock waves were also felt 
in many other states in the 
Southern Baptist Convention and 
even to mission points all over 
the world! Since the emotional 
atmosphere has settle down to 
ripples with the passing of 
time, the question in every- 
one^ mind now is "What will 
happen to the Clarke campus and 

facilities?" 

On Homeccming Day, the Clarke 
College Alumni Officers called 
a meeting after the days activ- 
ities, to discuss the closing 
of Clarke and the position that 
would be taken by the Alumni 
organization leaders. There 
were 27 people in attendance at ' * 
this meeting. Dr. Lowery Com- 
pere, President Emeritus of 
Clarke presented plans to or- 
ganize the Coalition for the 
Return and Restoration of 
Clarke College (CRRCC). Plans 
were made at the meeting to 
hold a Rally on the campus in 
June to seek support for re- 
opening as a Liberal Arts 
Junior College as soon as 
possible. 

In the days followng Homeccming 
the officers contacted many 
alumni, friends of Clarke and 
Convention leaders concerning 
the possibility of this move. A 
majority of the responses were 
negative about re-opening the 
college at this time. Reasons 
given for this reaction were: 
the decline of financial sup- 
port, the decline of student 
enrollment , problems in re- 
gional accreditat ion , per- 
diction of a short-fall in co- 
operative giving, and the debt 
of higher education under- 
written by the Mississippi 
Baptist Convention. 

The officers then began to pray 
for a direction that would keep 
the college facilities within 
the Convention (vs. being sold) 
until such time that support 
would be found that would uti- 
lize every facility on the 
campus the year round, that 
would minister to a large 
number of people of all ages, 
that would allow for develop- 
ment of the unused assets and 
that would continue to preserve 
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nine years old and Katherine , 
six years old. David Lee 
Valentine (class of 1975) 

* graduated fran the University 
^ gf Mississippi Law School and 
is now a lawyer in Ridgeland, 
MS. He married Julia Crowden of 
Amory and they have one daugh- 
ter, Laura, seven years old. 

^ When Mrs. Valentine planned her 
retirement for May, 1992, she 
had no idea that Clarke would 
be retiring with her. When 
asked her thoughts on Clarke, 
she said, "Clarke has been dear 
to my heart for a long time and 
seeing it closed was a heart 
breaking experience. I still 
feel drawn to the campus and 
drive through it very often. My 
Wish and prayers are that the 
property be retained and used 
for a great purpose in God 1 s 
work. We need to seek God's 
will in the usage."

Thus, the 
Clarke Educational Conference 
Center concept was bom. In 
preparation for the support 
Rally that was planned earlier, 
1200 letters of invitation were 
sent to alumni and friends. Ap- 
proximately 50 people attended 
Rally Day on June 20. The 
Clarke Educational Conference 
Plan was presented and a major- 
ity of those who were present 
voted approval.

OUTLINE OF PLAN 
Introduction

(b) At a later date when 
support for such a move is 
evident, Clarke could be re- 
established, to be operated 
simultaneously with the Con- 
ference Center. 


1 . Clarke campus holdings 
include 238 acres. 

2. There are 150 acres of 
wooded area north of High- 
way 80, undeveloped and not 
in use. 

3. There are 22 acres of 
small plots adjoining the 
campus. 

4. The Administration Build- 
ing has nine offices, a con- 
ference room, a bookstore, 
and a cafeteria seating 175- 
200. It was re-roofed in May 
1992. 

5. Lott Fine Arts Building 
has seven classrooms , in- 
cluding an Art studio, has

(Notes The plan in- 
cludes housing all the 
alumni memorabilia-pictures, 
annuals, scrapbooks, etc. -in 
the reading room and assign- 
ing this as the Alumni 
Center. ) 

8. Huddleston Hall (boy's 
dormitory) has a Dorm Dir- 
tor's Office and apartment, 
five guest roam and 68 stu- 
dent rooms. 

9 . The girl ' s dormitory has 
a Dorm Director's office and 
apartment, one guest room 
and 56 student rooms. 

10. There are four faculty 
houses (one brick and three 
frame) thirteen apartments 
(six duplex and one single) 
and five student houses. 

11. There are modem recrea- 
tional facilities such as 
Cockrell Gymnasium, a Base- 
ball field, two tennis 
courts,"; a golf driving range 
and an intramural football/ 
soccer field.

A Year of 
Struggle for 
Clarke College

This 1991-92 academic year has been 
a difficult one for Clarke College. Fall 
1991 enrollment was down to 130 students 
from the 165 students the Clarke programs 
enrolled in the fall of 1990. Two full-time 
faculty members left during the summer of 
1991 and their positions were not filled. 
The essential courses they had taught 
were covered with adjunct faculty for the 
**1991-92 academic year. Most of these 
losses of students and faculty were related 
to Clarke College's loss of regional accredi- 
tation in April, 1991. This loss of regional 
accreditation, however, even more directly 
affected Clarke College in the loss of 
federal student financial aid, which was a 
major financial blow, and in the loss of 
what was nearly automatic acceptance of 
Clarke transfer credits by other institutions 
of higher learning, which was also tied to 
regional accreditation. 

How has Clarke College survived this 
academic year? It has survived due to the 
loyalty of its alumni and friends, who 
continued to support it financially, its 
students who continued to attend despite 
the limited numberof colleges that bilaterally 
agreed to continue to accept Clarke College 
credits despite the loss of accreditation 
and its faculty, staff, and administration 
who continue to work during the 1991-92 
academic year despite the fact they had 
no budget and no contracts. This loyalty 
was based on the widespread belief we 
share that God created Clarke College for 
a purpose, that this purpose still exists, 
and that Clarke College is still being true 
to that God-given purpose. 

What does the future hold for Clarke 
College, and is the answer to that question 



in the hands of a judge? Yes, the answer to 
that question is in the hands of a judge, but 
that Judge is the one who is the Judge of 
all men and women and of the institutions 
they create, whether they be colleges or 
courts. We need to pray fervently, that 
God's will for Clarke College might be 
done, avoiding letting our own personal 
will overrule God's will in that for which we 
pray, and we need to be willing to commit 
ourselves in more ways than just our words 
to seeing that Clarke College does survive 
this present crisis. Would God expect any- 
thing but our best for His College?

Since its inception in 1 982, the Mississippi 
College at Clarke Program has allowed 
v* students who major in religion to complete 
their junior and senior years on the Clarke 
campus and earn their B.A. degree from 
Mississippi College. Although a completely 
separate operation from Clarke College, 
this program uses the faculty and facilities 
of Clarke. This program is especially helpful 
for those students who are married and 
who do not wish to move twice during their 
college career. 

The students enrolled in this program 
meet all the requirements for a major in 
religion that students on the Clinton campus 
meet. Through coordination with the Religion 
Department at Mississippi College, these 
students receive a valuable education at 
the Clarke extension center. 

Student enrollment for the 1991 Fall 
Semester in the MC at Clarke Program was 
27. There were two students who completed 
their coursework for the B.A. degree in 
December. These students (John Miller 
and Mike Miller) will graduate in May. Despite 
the loss of enrollment of these two students, 
'the Spring, 1992 Semester enrollment for 
the MC at Clarke Program is 24. Six new 
students began their course work in January. 
Other students plan to complete their course- 
work this semester for graduation in May. 

The MC at Clarke Program provides 
student leadership in many different areas 
on the campus at Clarke . Most of the students 
participate in the Baptist Student Union 
and the Ministerial Association. Many of 
the MC at Clarke students take leadership 
roles in these and other various campus 
organizations. 

Campus life is greatly enhanced by the 
maturity and experience of these students. 
The positive attitude and Christian witness 
they provide aids the Clarke College campus 
in becoming more of what God would have 
it to be. 

The two faculty members who teach most 
in the MC at Clarke Program are Dr. Eddie 
L. Ruddick and Dr. John E. Dent, Jr. Dr. 
Ruddick serves as the Chairman of the 
Department of Religion at Clarke College; 
his duties primarily involve teaching in the 
area of Old Testament. Dr. Dent serves at 
the coordinator of the MC at Clarke Program; 
ft\s duftes primarily involve teaching in tee 
area of New Testament and Greek. Both of 
these men are dedicated to God and are 
active in serving local churches as interim 
pastors, supply preachers, and Bible study 
leaders. Additionally, many of the Clarke 


College, faculty (full-time, part-time, and 
adjunct) teach courses with students who 
are enrolled in the MC at Clarke Program. 
During the Spring 1992 semester, Dr. Frank 
Harmon, pastor of First Baptist Church, 
Newton, and Rev. Paul Strahan, Minister 
of Education and Outreach, FBC, Newton, 
each teach a course for MC at Clarke 
Students. 

Since 1981 the MC at Clarke Program 
has been accredited through Mississippi 
College. Every ten years the Southern 
Association of Colleges and Schools 
(S.A.C.S.) sends a team of representatives 
(taken from faculty/staff at its member 
schools) to visit each school and to 
recommend reaccredation, suspension, or 
probation. To aid the visiting team in 
examination of all aspects of the school, 
each school studies itself and prepares a 
document appropriately entitled a self-study. 
This was begun last spring and completed 
during the Fall 1991 semester. The MC at 
Clarke Program section of the Mississippi 
College Self-Study was written by Dr. Becky 
Lynchard, Assistant Professor of Education, 
MC, (Chmn), Dr. Prentiss Cox, Chairman 
of the Department of Biology, MC (and a 
former Clarke professor), and Dr. John E. 
Dent, Jr., Coordinator of the MC at Clarke 
Program. The S.A.C.S. team will visit the 
Mississippi College campus during the first 
week in April and probably send a member 
or two to visit the Clarke Campus during 
that week. 

The Spring, 1992 semester is an exciting 
time at Clarke College. One of the reasons 
for this excitement is the existence of the 
MC at Clarke Program. Students enrolled 
in this program and faculty who teach in 
this program make a valuable contribution 
to the work of God’s Kingdom through their 
participation. 

If you know of students who would be 
interested in the MC at Clarke Program, 
please call Dr. John E. Dent.

Former President 
Remembered

I met Dr. William Earl Green in April of 
H949. Bro. Butler Smith, at that time pastor 
if Hardy Baptist Church near Grenada, 
irought me to Clarke College when I told 
tim I had been called to preach soon after 
ny conversion. 

Dr. Green had become President of 
Jlarke College in 1944. He began reaching 
njt to ministerial students all over the state 
aid around the world. If a person had been 
railed to preach, Dr. Green seemed to find it 
iut and let that person know that Clarke 
College was the place to be. Preacher-boys 
came out of the fields, the woods, and the 
rities in “droves" at his request. He was an 
aitgoing person in every way. He even 
roticed my “loud“ tie on my first arrival on 
he campus. 

Money made no difference to Dr. Green, 
f a student had the money, he was welcome 
tit Clarke. If he didn't have the money, he 
vas still welcomed. Dr. Green seemed to 
tnow how students could make it with or 
vithout the money. At that time, the G.I.'s 
tad it made after World War II. Some of us 
fare folks" had to work for fifty cents an 
four. Yet all of us felt that we were special 
b him and all of the faculty and staff. 

During those days there was always a 
tirmoil. Dr. Green seemed to know when 
hings got too quiet. The next thing we 
tfudents knew, we were in the midst of a 
campus wide “get saved" revival. Since i 
vas saved. I helped receive those who kept 
coming - some more than once; but it was 
eal . During one such revival, Bro. Morris 
«ery ably tried to calm the situation. Dr. 
Breen didn't want it too calm, so he 
froceeded to "liven" it up and to keep it 
ping awhile longer! That experience helped 
prepare me for 34 years of Baptist Student 
Union work with emotional movements all 
dong the way. 

Dr. William Earl Green was an orator, a 
notivator, a people-centered person, a Bible 
College President who would not give up. He 
tied without ever giving up on Clarke 
College! I believe that he is still working for 
he Lord and that he is still showing Him why 
Clarke College should be "his" (Dr. Green's) 
tthool today.

As a result of this discovery, I contacted 
Mrs. Ernestine McGaugh Bums (Mother Mac) 
and learned that Mrs. McNeely is in a nursing 
home in Anderson, South Carolina, near 
Anderson College where Dr. Bob Heritage 
teaches in the music department. I called Mrs. 
McNeely and we talked and reminisced about 
the wonderful days at Clarke College when we 
were on the music faculty! That night, I 
attended a revival service where Ronnie 
Cottingham (72) was leading the music. These 
recent experiences have made me realize what 
a legacy Clarke College has left to all who had 
the privilege of attending as a student, or who

were employed on the faculty and staff. 

A legacy is a legal term which means a gift 
by will or something received from an ancestor 
or predecessor. A blessing is the act of one that 
blesses, that gives approval and 
encouragement, that brings pleasure. The 
blessing and legacy that Clarke College has left 
to us is the love and kinship that we feel for 
each other!
